ion from his victim—shot

Father Leo I-leinriclis superior of the lo- 
cal brunch of the Franciscans, early yes- 
terday ul Si. Elizabeth's Unman Catho- 
lic church, Eleventh* and Curtis streets. 


The assassin, whose name is C-uanmic- 


.cio (Juiscppa, an Italian, was kneeling at 
the altar mil when he tired. The ballet 
•we.-.t through the priest's heart. As the 
report of the pistol sounded through the 
church there was utter silence for a mo- 
jnent. 
lu the pause Father Heinrich's 


voice rang out in his last 
words on 


earth. 


"My God! My God!" he died ill a loud 


voice. 
"To tln'e 1 commend my soul!'1' 
Falls Dead on Altar Rail. 


Father lleinrichs then fell forward in 


a crumpled heap, tumbling between two 
•women who were kneeling to the right 
of the murderer, who also had just re- 
ceived the sacrament. The service was 
early mass and the hour of the tragedy 
about G o'clock. 


The instant that Father Ileinrichs fell, 


the congrogation awoki- from its stupor, 
the tragedy having occtiiTcjl so quickly 
that -it utterly dazed the onlookers. 


Futile Effort to Escape. 


With an inarticulate scream the as- 


Bassin sprang into the aisle and waiving 
the smoking pistol about his head, dash- 
ed to tin- church door. 
For a moment 


thu hundred or more people in the chnreh 
were dazed. 
Then a woman shrieked, 


and 
the 
congregation 
became 
panic 


• stricken. 
Some women 
fainted, 
and 


many became hysterical. 
Several men 


ruslu-1 to the nid of the priest, and oth- 
ers s'.arted in pursuit of the mnrdi-n-r. 
Animii; the hitler was Put rolmun Daniel 
Cronin. who overtook the fleeing Italian 
on the steps, lihneppe 
ntU-mnlrd 
to 


nhoot the policeman, but was foiled and 
overpowered after a desperate, fight ill 
•which several men clime to the assist- 
ance of the officer. 
The murderer was 


hurriedly removed to the city jail, and as 
threats of summary justice were made, 
Chief of Police Miclmcl Delaney called 
out the reserve force of patrolmen. 


Church Closed for Day. 


Before the coinmutinn caused by the 


tragedy had subsided, 
the 
Friincisan 


brothers eonni-cted w i t h St. Elizabeth's 
church silently brought candles for tin- 
dead, and placed them beside, the body 
of their superior. By direction of jiishop 
IMatz the church was closed for tin- day, 
und thu following notice was posted: 


"Owing to the frightful tragedy en- 


»ctod in this church by 
an 
unknown 


criminal, the wanton killing of our be- 
loved pastor, siip.-rior and friend: Father 
Leo, all services will be discontinued 
for the day. 
Kindly, reader, breathe a 


uik-nt prayer for the repose of the soul 
of our beloved tru-nd."

Hated Priests in General. 


(Jiusippc was placed in solitary con- 


JiiiiMiienl lit the city jail, lie admitted to 
u policeman who interviewed him Hint 
thu priest whom he had killed was a 
stranger to him, and in explanation of 
his crime made the following statement: 


"1 just went over there because 1 have 


ft grudgi! against priests ill general. They 
lire all against tin: workingman. I went 
to the communion rail because .1 could 
go-* a better shot. 1 did not give a 
whether- he was a German priest or any 
othor kind. They arc all in the same 
class. 1 left Italy three' months ago; 
went fTrf>t to Central America and then 
came to the United States and to Den- 
ver. 1 inn an anarchist and I am proud 
of it. 1 shot him, and my only regret is 
that I could not have shot tho whole 
bunch of priests in the church, i am a 
shoemaker, but have not worked binee 
coming to Denver.'' 


"Was Well Known Priest. 


Father Leo was born in Koeln, Ger- 


many, Aug. 15, 1807. He entered the 


Franciscan order Dec. 4.. 18SG, and was i 
ordained July 20, 181)1. He came to Den- 
ver last September from Patterson, N. 
J. He was three years iu Oregon, N. Y., 
where he distinguished himself by re- 
building the church, monastery and other 
buildings that were destroyed by fire in 
1902. He was planning to sail for Ger- 
many in June and visit relatives whom 
he had not seen for sixteen years. 


One of the remarkable features of the 


affair is the fact Unit an attack of ill- 
ness on the part of Father 
Wulston, 


whose turn it was to celebrate early 
muss yesterday, probably saved Wul- 
ston's life and made Father 'Hcinrichs 
the victim of the murderer's bullet. 


Planned to Kill Four Others. 


The assassin says he planned to visit 


four other churches and kill their priests 
also continuing his murderous work until 
lie should bu killed himself or captured.

building, where in.- remained for several 
hours.

Not a Parallel Case. 


Members of the Catholic priesthood in 


this city declare- there is no record in 
the history of thu church of a tragedy 
to parallel that of the killing of Father 
Leo I-lcinriehs while administering the 
sacrament to Giuseppe (.iuaniaceio, at 
the altar of St. Elizabeth's church yes- 
terday morning; Xever before bus a ser- 
vant of the church been summoned from 
the performance of his duties in so tragic 
and dramatic a manner. This crime will 
stand as one of the most 
fearful 
ill 


criminal record of the world and its'per- 
pctration may result in the elevation of 
Father Li-o to the position of niiirtyr 
and lead to his canonization as one of 
the saints of the church in whose ser- 
vice hu fell while performing his duty. 


Father lOuxibus., senior, as the pastor 


of the St. IClmibcth church, received a 
telegram last night from the fnther pro- 
vincial in Putti-rsoii, N. .1., instructing 
him to forward the body of Father Leo 
to that city for interment. Father liuzi- 
bus will accompany the body. 


Funeral services will be held at St. 


Elizabeth's church at 
111 o'clock Wed- 


nesday morning, when solemn requiem 
high muss will be celebrated probably 
by Father Eu/.ibus. 


Sermon Against Anarchy. 


Father William O'Kyan, pastor of St. 


Leo's church, will deliver an eulogy and 
a sermon against anarchy and s ocialism. 
The funeral services will be attended .by 


f>OU members of the Knights of Colum- 
bus and the entire body of the Knights 
of St. John and other Catholic organiza- 
tions. It is a custom of the Franciscan 
order that no eulogies be preached for 
its doi.-euscd members, but oil account of 
the tragic circumstances and the gen- 
eral effect in this case of the assassina- 
tion upon the public the rule will be set 
aside. 


Murderer Has No Regret. 


Guiseppe. liuarnaccio, 
the 
murderer 


talked freely in jail concerning himself 
and his net, t'or which he declared he has 
no regret, 
lie said he is a native of 


Sicily, ,")0 years old. 
He. became a soc- 


ialist and anarchist at o."i years of age. 
lie is a shoemaker, lie came to America 
two years ago and has since been teach- 
ing iiimrehy. working hut little at his 
trade. 
He lived before coming to Den- 


ver ill Patterson. N. J., in mill towns 
of Massachusetts and in l.'hicugo. 
He 


came to Denver two weeks before Christ- 
mas. 


The statements o£ Qiunrnnccio, that lie 


is an anarchist is borne out by letters and 
pamphlets taken from him. Among his 
effects was a printed list of the murders

KIRBY NOT BADLY WOUNDED 


Mason, Shot By Italian Named Bruno, 


Able to Be Around Saturday—Affair 


Occurred Over Girl—Latter Was Read- 


ing Letter to Kirby Written By Bruno 


Which Started Trouble. 


H is not often that a man is brought 


into court on the charge of having com- 
mitted an assault und battery on a live 
months' old child, but one case of that 
kind was disposed of in the municipal 
court 
this 
morning 
when 
William 


Young, a fireman on the Kacine-Sattley 
switch engine und residing at 1310 Four- 
teenth street came up for trial. He was 
arrested on a warrant taken out by 
Joseph Cooper, the humane agent. That 
gentleman, was in court and was repre- 
sented by the assistant district attor- 
ney, Richard Harvey, who explained'the 
charges, but did not make any recom- 
mendations as to the punishment which 
should be meted out to the father who 
was alleged to have struck his infant 
daughter, Bessie, on the right side of 
the face and head with' the Hat of his 
hand so that there were black and blue 
marks to be plainly seen this morning. 
The father admitted the facts, but show- 
ed that he was really 
penitent, 
and 


could not justify his act in any way. 


Felt His Position Keenly. 


Young was arrested Saturday after- 


noon on the charge and lodged in jail. 
At that place he showed that he was 
reiilly sorrv for what had occurred. In 
court he admitted that when he was left 
home alone with the child 
and. she 


cried he slapped her with the Hat of his 
hand, never intending to injure her iu 
the least, but believing that he only 
struck her very lightly. He said t liat 
lie never thought that he had struck so 
hard a blow. The mother and child were 
both in' 
court ami the, face of the in- 


fant was exhibited to the court by the 
mother. The marks were plainly to be 
seen. The father thought that on ac- 
count of the tender skin of thfl infant 
the little ship which he had administer- 
ed had caused the bruise. 
He denied 


that, he was under the influence of liquor 
when he came home at S:30 o'clock iu 
the evening. 


Sentence Was Suspended. 


The case is one of those 'which is dif-^ 


ficult for a court to say how (he de- 
fendant should be punished. On account 
uf the father being so 
penitent 
and 


promising to live happily with his fam- 
ily hereafter, the court suspended sen- 
tence und father, mother nnd child pars- 
ed out of the courtroom together. Judge 
Smiediiig stated that if he fined the mail 
it would he taking the money 
away 


from the rfamily which needed it, and if 
he sent him to jail it would be prevent- 
ing the father 
from 
earning 
needed 


money and m ight caiint- him to lose his 
position. 
In'view of those facts he sus- 


pended sentence, adding that the only 
way in which a'man could be punished 
for an offense of that kind would bo to 
publicly horsewhip him. 


Emulated 
Washington. 


Richard Holboni was in court on the 


charge of intoxication. He denied noth- 
ing of the charge, stating that he had 
been 
out, 
celebrating 
Washington's 


birthday, had. had a good time, but was 
suffering on account of it this morning. 
I-Ie said that-hie week's rent would be 
due on Wednesday nnd when asked if he 
had tho dollar to pay for another week, 
said: "No, but J'll get after a. dollar as 
soon as I can get out.

.;eiit him to jail for live days where he 
will not have to pay room rent.

Not Badly Wounded. 


Edward Kirby, shot by Tony Bruno, 


an Italian, late Saturday afternoon, at 
a Chestnut street house,' was not so 
badly wounded as o,t first supposed. The 
Italian used a 2-calibrc revolver 
and 


the iirst bullet just graxcd. the face of 
Kirby under the left eye and the second 
entered' the left shoulder, going in per- 
haps two inches. 
After he was taken 


to a hospital the ball was removed and 
Kirby was able to be around the city 
yesterday. 
Trouble leading up to the 


shooting, was about a girl with whom 
Bruno was in love and Kirby had flirted 
with. Bruno fled and although the po- 
lice "Ot trace of and chased him through 
the country he was not captured and is 
believed to have got into Milwaukee or 
Chicago. 


Italian in Love. 


Bruno, the Italian, came tot- -Racine 


from Waukesha, Wis., where he is said 
to have relatives. 
Meeting 
a pretty 


'Chesinu't street girl he fell in love with 
and waited upon her and appears to have 
written her' a number of letters. Kirby 
is a, .mason by trade ,and was. engaged 
with other-men, plastering portions of 
a house. In this house. Bruno slept and 
in the rear lived the girl. Several times 
he walked out with her.. Kirby saw the 
girl and talked with her and she became 
smitten with him. She handed a letter 
to Kirbyswritten to her by Bruno. While 
he was reading the letter Bruno came in 
and demanded the letter. 
Kirby said 


he would not give.it up nnd the Italian 
became abusive. 
Kirby ordered him to 


get out and-he refused. 'Then 
Kirby 


leaped down from a scaffold and started 
the son of Italy, who ran out of the 
house. 


The Shooting Occurs. 


Kirby followed him out and so did his 


partner, Mr. Block. 
Then the Italian 


pulled a gun and threatened to shoot. 
Block tackled him, but he got loose and 
pointing 
the gun again threatened to 


shoot. He was after Kirby, for lie com-, 
menced firing past Block at Kirby. Then 
Block closed in on Bruuo and 
Kirby 


came in and struck the Italinn on the 
face. 
Block and another man disarmed 


Bruuo, kicked him, told him to get out 
and it did not take him long to go. A 
moment after Kirby discovered ^that he 
was shot. His friends assisted him to a. 
physician, where the wounds were at- 
tended to, neither wound being of a dan- 
gerous character. 


Chasing the Italian. 


Officer George was assigned to 
the 


case. He found that Bruno-had stayed 
with a number of Greeks who live near 
the river, on Saturday 
night. Early 


Sunday morning he arose and walked to 
the Fox und Horlick ice houses, in the 
meantime telephoning to 
his brother. 


From the ice houses he started across 
fields lor Ives and tho officers were half 
an hour behind. No trace of him was 
found at Ives and the supposition is that 
he boarded an electric car and went 
north. 
South Milwaukee and Milwau- 


kee police were notified. Word was re- 
ceived that an Italian answering 
the 


description of Bruno got off a car at 
Cudahy. 
Nothing further 
has 
been 


found of him and the probabilities are 
he will land in Italy. -Italians who com- 
mit crimes are admitted to be ths hard- 
est of all others to capture. 


Italian )S Caught. 


About 10 o'clock this morning Chief 


of Police Baker received a message'from 
Milwaukee that the Italian walked into 
Milwaukee this morning, was picked up 
by the officers of that city and admit- 
ted he was the man wanted and that he 
did the shooting. 
Chief Baker left for 


Milwaukee on the first electric car and 
will bring the Italian back this after- 
noon, 
lie-will be charged with assault 


and intent to kill.

CARRYING THE ARCTIC MAIL. 


A Postman with a Route 1,950 Miles 


• 
Long. - 


San Francisco Call: James Cornwall, 


a hardy and experienced fur trader, left 
Kdmonton last Monday for the north- 
west wilds of Cannda, his destination 
being well into the arctic 'circle. Corn- 
wan has secured.a contract for currying 
the mail to the few scattered inhabiUnts 
of those northern wilds. A distance of 
1,100 miles will be tmveYsed before he 
reaches the end of his journey at Fort 
M'ePherson-on the Mackenzie river. 


With the exception of the first 100 


miles, when horses will- be used, the 
entire trip will he made by dog trains, 
the driver securing relays -of fresh dogs 
at postoffices en route. 
At times the 


thermometer will be tiO degrees below 
zero, and fierce blizzards are. frequent in 
that district during tnc winter months. 
Dangers of all kinds will-be met every 
mile of the arduous journey, and if his- 
tory repeats itself, he will lose at least 
one-third of the mail matter before his 
tusk is half over. 
»Cornwall will be. unable to pack suf- 
ficient food for the long trail, and will 
have to rely on, his rifle for his daily 
meat. The dogs will be fed on tallow 
and lish. 


At night the hardy mailman will erect 


a canvas shelter, make f.ea from snow 
water, and after a. fnigal meal, from 
which bread and other luxuries will be 
excluded, he will crawl into his sleeping 
bag- 


Despite the great distance, there are 


only eleven postoffices between Atha- 
basca Landing and Fort McPherson, and 
in order to accommodate settlers, who in 
mimy .cases would have to travel hun- 
dreds of miles to secure their mail, the 
carrier is empowered to deliver precious 
letters to them.

'letter J9 restricted to one.ounce.

He may iast for two months but 
the doctors say that he.will never get 
any better. 


"My mother visited him at the asy- 


lum on tlie second day and while he was 
still able to talk he begged to be taken, 
away. He said that lie was being killed. 
Mother found that several attendants 
had undressed .him roughly and then 
picked him up like one would a, dog and 
pitched him into the1 bath tub. 
One of 


the men grabbed him by the head and 
twisted his nr-ck. For years he had suf- 
fered from spinal meningitis and 
his 


spine was 
weak. 
Hence 
the rough 


twisting of tin; spinal column has left 
his head hanging as you see it now. 


Tortured By Keepers. 


"After they placed him in bed they 


laid him on his back and then pressed 
down or. him in order to try to straight- 
ea out his back. This caused him to cry 
out and groan with pain, but they paid 
no attention to him. For years he has 
had to lie on his side, and the position; 
he was placed in was the crudest kind, 
of torture. 


"On the next night, he was groaning 


with pain and going from one swoon 
into another, when an attendant rushed 
up .to. him and cursed him. telling him to 
'keep quiet.' 
.My father kept groaning 


and this brute hit him twice behind the 
car. Once after tbut he was struck, and 
we jusr got him away in time to save 
his life," 


Menez.es' relatives told the legislative 


investigators that when they came to 
take him away from the hospital that 
one of the attendants brutally, rcmark- 
ec: "There is no 11*1; in taking you away. 
You will die on the way home. 


One Meal in T-.vo Days. 


They also declared that he was given

No medicine was given him 
and once when a doctor came at the re- 
quest of the sick man he simply looked 
at Ixim and exclaimed: "Well, well." and. 
then went away without feeling of his 
pul.-e, taking his temperature or making 
an examination of anv kind.

Eighteen Year Old Boy Declares He was 


Influenced by High Police Official and 
i State's Attorney—Asserts Summon- 


ing for' Protracted 
Conferences 
at 


Least Fifty Times. 
' , 


CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—Eighteen year old 


Jerry II. Vrzal, whose testimony more 
than any other person's served to con- 
vict the Bohemian fortune teller, Her- 
man Billik, of the murder of. six mem- 
bers of the Viral family, has, it is an- 
nounced today, recanted and in an affi- 
davit declares that the testimony was 
simple perjury. 


Billik is under _scntcncc to be hanged 


March 20, the supreme court Thursday 
affirmed the judgment, destroying the 
man's last chance unless Governor De- 
neen shall issue a pardon. 


Not only docs the Vrzal boy impugn 


his own evidence, but he declared two of 
bjs relatives also lied. 


In the affidavit the boy states that all 


the vital part of the testimony he gave 
against Billik at the trial was perjury 
thiit was taught him by a high police-of- 
ficial aiid on asaistant state's attorney. 
. He specifically names tho men whom 
he accuses. 


He further asserts tha-t tho inspector 


of police summoned him- at least fifty 
times and that these conferences usually 
lasted two hours. 


Confession Obtained by Priest. 


Tbe confession was obtained through 


the instrumentality of the Rev. P. J. 
O'Callagfian, head of the Paulist fathers 
in this city und pastor of St. Mary's 
Catholic church, who has been working 
in Billik's behalf for.several months. 


Father O'Callaghan in 'explaining his 


connection with the case, says: 


"The beginning of my interest dates 


from last spring, 
rn one of my frequent 


visits to the county jail, 1 met Sislcr 
Rose, who asked me to interest myself 
in a prisoner named Billik. She .said 
that he was there on the charge of mur- 
der, but she knew lie was un innocent 
man. I said I had so many calls upon 
my time and sympathy that 1 did not 
feel 1 could do anything for the man. At 
any rate, I said, he was a. fortune teller 
and charlatan. Sho answered: "Bui he 
should not hang for being such." 


Prayers of Devottd Nun. 


•I told her 1 Ihought. the judge and 


jury would do him justice. To my as- 
tonishment he was convicted and I felt 
that I had neglected the cause of an in- 
nocent man. Behind all the incidentals 
of this case, were the prayers of a de- 
voted nun who first assured me of Bil- 
lik's innocence and then prayers of the 
-inters who are called the Poor Clares." 


"Sister Rose of Columbus hospital, an 


institution of the Italian order of the 
missionary sisters of the Sacred Heart, 
is the nun referred'to. It was she who 
converted the car barn bandit, Gustav 
Marx, who was executed with Nieder- 
meyer and Von Dyne,.the only one of 
the celebrated trio that died a Christian.

He held a boy 
in jail.over night for the police, but re- 
fused to have.him brought, back into the 
quarters of. which he has the manage 
mont. The jail .at .that place is so crowd- 
ed with older .prisoners that there is.no 
cell room, in which boys can be confined, 
and until provision is made for separate 
quarter's for-the boys there will be none 
taken to ttiat .institution. 


The' eondjtiorTis.different -in this city 


as provisions are made in the Racine 
county jail for boys who are of tender 
age. .Theyi,are..kept separate from the 
older prisoners,'-and are in an entirely 
separate section, .of the jail where they 
cannot .become", contaminated with the 
criminal spirit .which peirvades the "bull 
pen" .which,,is provided in all jails. In 
the-''bull...p£n" .the men are allowed to 
mingle'together, tell all sorts of stories 
which ^roight, tend to .further corrupt the 
morals .of., young boys. The only way 
that 'Ivcnosha,county can remedy mat- 
ters is J)y adding a separate room for the 
confinement of boys under the age of 
sixteen, years, ,and this is expected to be 
done nsxt -summer. Until then the sher- 
iff will have to refuse to take boys into 
custody.

It is explained 
that little attention has b'een given to 
this matter in the past, but the liquor 
trader hereafter will take an interest in 
politics to "sush an .extent as self-preser- 
vation makes necessary.''

lics after Easter beget no matrimonial 
obligation in the eyes of the church. _ 


Fallen-away Catholics, whether they 


become Protestants or inlidejs, are bound 
by the.-* laws. 


Bishops after assuming office can only 


marry in their own diocese. 


Priests after assuming office, can mar- 


ry only in their own. parishes. 


Marriage will be invalid unless coa- 


sent of both parties is asked and received 
by a witness of the ceremony. 


'.Marriages will be invalid unless -there 


be two witnesses besides the priest or 
bishop. 


Marriages should take place in 
the 


parish of the bride, except for reason. 


Marriages entered into in case of dan- 


ger of death can be witnessed by any 
priest. :md two other persons. 


In the absence of a priest for more 


than a month Catholics can marry under

nearly a.11 of whom have telephones and

sudden drop in temperature is expected 
it .will be known.here in ample time for 
the growers to protect their crops by 
smudging or in other ways.

The other day, 
Leavenworth, Kan., adopted that schemo 
by a. majority of 500 after an. exciting 
campaign. Kansas City, of the sama 
state, is to vote on a similar proposal, 
petitions for a referendum thereon, hav- 
ing been duly submitted.

The bureau's report shows that during 


the year 1907 a total of 5o2 divorces 
were'granted in the state, of which 3'20 
were to nonresidents,1 and it was a dull 
year in the divorce market, too. 


The average spent by seekers for di- 


vorce during their six months' resident* 
in South Dakota is not less than $200 a 
month and probably much higher, but 
estimating tin- average cost of 11 Dakota 
divorce, including the expenses of set- 
ting up a residence, payment of attorney 
and court costs at $1,500. the state of 
South Dakota last year took in .$480,000 
for granting the ;J'20 divorces to nonresi- 
dents. 


While 1907 was decidedly bearish in 


the divorce, trade, owing to the agitation 
in the state for repeal of the law, if the 
income for the last year is taken as an 
average, South Dakota has realized 83,- 
000,000 from her divorce mill in the last 
decade. 


This really is a low estimate, for most 


of those who come to South Dakota to 
be freed of dialing matrimonial tics are 
liberal spenders of money.

send special orders for liigh-grude goods 
in anticipation of the divorce patronage, 
hotels lie up whole suites of rooms in the 
best of trappings to moke the sojourn 
pleasant, while it is a. regular business 
to furnish houses and rent them to un- 
bappy wives for from $75 to $100 a, 
month.

ern Loses in tf. S. Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24.—The 


question whether the railroad rate law, 


nown as the Hepburn act repeals sec- 
ion one of the Elkins act, prohibiting 
chates by railroads, was involved in the 


3 of the Great

Railway 


ompany. vs. the United States which 
vas decided today by the supreme court 
if the United States against the rail- 
oad company and against, .the conten- 
ion of such repeal. The case was insti- 
iited in the United States district court 
or the district of 
Minnesota, which 


ourt lined the railroad ,$1,QOO each for 
5 violations of the first section of the 
Elkins law. The company admitted the 
onccssious and fought the prosecution 
on the ground that by amending the 
Elkins act so as to provide fdr'punish- 
ncnt by imDrisonment rather than by 
Ines, the Hepburn law so modified the 
original law as to accomplish its repeal 
vnd render punishment under it imprac- 
ticable.
